Algiers Clash 


ALGIERS (AP)—Police lob- 
bed tear gas shells at stone- 
throwing mobs Friday in «a 
bloody anti-De Gaulle riot that 
broke out during Armistice Day 
celebrations. 


A score or more wounded, 
blood streaming down their 
faces, s ered from the streets 
to a Mearby clinic. 


Shouting “De Gaulle to the 
stake” and “the army to power” 
the angry mob erupted in pro- 
test against the policies of 
President Charles de Gaulle. 


Threatened violence in the 
city of Oran was apparently 
forestalied although a roaring 
crowd of some 50,000 jammed 
the downtown .area to chant in 
unison “Algeria is French.” The 
police and massive riot-troops 
reinforcements gingerly chan- 
neled the crowds away from 
Armistice Day ceremonies. 


In Algiers, however, the 
streets were thick with flying 
stones, tin cans, tomatoes, roof- 
ing shingles and small coins 
which the angry and derisive 
crowds hurled at the police. 


The pitched battle began just 
after Armistice Day ceremonies 
were ended. Some 200 gen- 
darmes drove the mob, mostly 
youths, about three blocks 
away from the ceremony site. 
For more than an hour the 
youths hurled chunks of con 
crete, paving blocks, roof tiles, 
pléces of metal and tin cans at 
the gendarmes. 


Shortly before -noon police 
began hurling tear gas grenades 
at the crowd but they stubborn- 
ly returned to battle.

De Gaulle, Debre Talk 

PARIS + (UPI)—Predident 
Charlies de Gaulle held an em- 
ergency 35-minute conference 
with Prime Minister Michel 
Debre Friday as angry Europe- 
an settlers rioted in Algiers 
against his “Algerian Ajgeria” 
plans. 

Officials refused to comment 
on their talk, but the Algerian 
rioting pointed up the perilous 
situation facing De Gaulle in his 
determination to make the big 
North African territory a semi- 
independent republic. 

Unconfirmed reports said De 
Gaulle soon may announce crea- 
tion_of a three-nan “executive” 
—two Moslems and one Europe- 
an—to pave the way for a free 
vote by the 9 million Algerian 
Moslems and 1,200,000 Europe- 
ans on their future status. 

Officials feared establishment 
of this executive might touch off 
an allout test of strength be- 
tween De Gaulle and the Eu- 
ropean settlers in Algeria, with 
the possibility that they may 
attempt to secede from France 
altogether. 

De Gaulle was reported plan- 
ning to make another personal 
trip to Algeria at the beginning 
of December.

One threw open the door of 
the red-curtained cafe and stood 
aside . while his companions 
opened fire on the 10 patrons. 

A few cries of terror were 
drowned in the roar of the sub- 
machineguns. Thirty seconds 
later the little cafe was a sharm- 
bles, with pools of blood around 
the victims’ bodies. 

Five Algerians died instantly. 
Two others succumbed to head 
wounds in the Saint-Denis 
Hospital shortly afterward.

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The fate of the 941 candidates 
in the House of Representatives 
election Nov. 20 is gradually 
becoming clearer as the scram- 
ble for the 467 seats enters its 
last stretch. 


The leaders of the ruling Lib- 
eral-Democratic Party are con- 
fident the party would secure 
between 300 to 310 seats in the 
new legislature. Its predissolu- 
tion strength was 283.

On Aug. 3, 
a disastrous fire broke out un- 
expectedly, which destroyed the 
main portion of the equipment, 
However, after 10 days of suc- 
cessful fighting of the fire, 
operations were resumed on 
Nov. 29. 

The oil formation, above 
which the fire took place, vas 
the same as the Wafra oil field 
in the neutral zone, it being 
envisaged very early that there 
would exist large oll deposits 
underground at the well. By 
the middie of January 1960, 
drilling into the formation had 
been carried out to a depth of 
5,479 ft., and, as a result of the 
test exploitation made on Jan. 
29, it was ascertained that the 
proper producing capacity of 
the well would be more than 
1,000 kiloliters. 

The discovery of such extra- 
ordinarily large oil deposits as 
may be ranked among the e 
world’s foremost oil fields in 
less than two years after the 
establishment of the company 
and in one year and a half 
since exploration was started, 
and just after the first well had 
been drilled, may be strikingly 
contrasted with the facts that 
oll exploitation by Aramco in 
Saudi Arabia had cost the com- 
pany three years before the 
success of its ninth wéll and 
that it had been necessary for 
Aminoil and Getty to spend 
four years before their sixth 
well produced oll for them in 
the neutral zone. 

The existence underground of 
anticlinal formations—the l- 
ogical formations in w 
there occurs an ehormous ac- 
cumulation of oil—had been 
proved by the exploration of 
the area concerned.

Construction of Base 

As regards the base cam 
Khor Al Mufatta, where ‘the 
Aminoil base camp was located, 
was used in the initial stage of 
the development. However, 
since the middie of February 
1960, construction work has 
been under way at Ras Al 
Khafji situated 30 kilometers 
south of Khor Al Mufatta. As 
a result the inlet of Khafji is 
now emerging from an wunin- 
habited desert area, into an 
industrialized area. Corstruc- 
tion of the land area designed 
for conducting operations and 
making camps have also been 
completed. 

Offices, lodgings, warehouses, 
fron works, a clinic, fire-fight - 
ing facilities, oil service sta- 
tions, a customs office, a club 
house, etc., are ready or schedu- 
led to be constructed. Also a 
school, a temple, a research 
institute, a heliport, a refinery, 
etc., are expected to be con- 
structed.

Debate on Neutralism 


Japan’s U.N. Status, History of ‘Coexistence’ Must Be Considered 


The TV and radio debate on 
neutralism will take place this 
evening. The heads of the three 
major parties are expected to 
review other issues as well, but 
attention, will be focused upon 
the pros and cons on neutral 
ism in this TV forum patterned 
after the Kennedy-Nixon con- 
frontation on the screen. The 
Socialists have asked for it and 
the Government party would 
only court defeat by shirking 
the central issue. 

Prime Minister Ikeda is 
known for his expert knowledge 
of economic and financial affairs 
and the Liberal-Democrats in 
accepting the Socialist challenge 
made sure that just one session 
will be held to deal with all 
political issues, bofh diplomacy 
and internal policies. 

After the ratification of the 
Japan-U.8, Security Treaty, how- 
ever, the Socialists want to keep 
the issue alive in the form of 
pros and cons on neutralism 
and, Prime Minister Ikeda him- 
self sharpened the issue by 
stating that neutralism in Ja- 
= arises from illusion, Le. 
gnorance of the harsher reall- 
ties of the world. How skilifully 
Ikeda will elucidate his stand 
remains to be seen yet for 
several hours, But ‘discussion 
on the basic diplomatic issue 
certainly deserves the attention 
it is going to receive from the 
TV and radio audience. 

The Socialists have claimed 
already that the Democratic 
victory in the United States 
would favor their side. Al- 
though this assertion appears to 
represent wishful thinking more 
than anything else, the Social- 
ists may gain a double-barreled 
advantage by creating an im- 
pression that the United States 
would eventually change its of- 
ficial policy and that the Social- 
ist Party does care and is well 
informed about the trends in 
the Uniséd States. 


Arises From Fear 

No doubt the recent state- 
ments by Democratic senators 
William Fulbright and Mike 
Mansfield heartened the Sociai- 
ists. Sen. Fulbright said that 
Japan's neutralism arises from 
the fear of involvement in 
world war III despite the Japa- 
nese attachment to democracy. 
Sen. Mansfield, referring to 
what he termed “the popular 
trend toward neutralism” in 
Japan and the prospect of grow- 
ing opposition to military al- 
liance with America, said the 
United States should offer to re 
vise the new Japan-U.S. defense 
treaty “at any time at the re 
quest of the Government of Ja- 

n.” 

Perhaps it is right to regard 
the fear of war 
powerful force working in favor 
of neutralism, although that 
does not justify the conclusions 
the two U.S. senators seem to 
have drawn in contradiction of 
the prevailing views in that 
country. Their statements, at 
least, have added an internation- 
al angle to the debate in Japan.

Shigeharu Matsumoto, manag- 
ing director of the International 
House of Japan, is one out- 
standing Japanese, outside the 
Socialist Party, who attaches im- 
portance to the utterances of 
the two Democratic senators.

The Socialists claim that neu- 
tralism mitigates the tension of 
the cold war and thereby as- 
sures ~~ safety. In rebut- 
ting the Liberal-Democrats, they 
say that ‘the Liberal-Democrats 
have failed to see the danger 
of a nuclear holocaust. 


Free of Alliance 


This contention clearly shows 
the thinking that Japan can 
contribute to world peace by 
dropping out of the alignment 
with the West. Thus, the Social- 
ists demand abrogation of the 
Japan-U.S. Security Treaty. But 
they demand it in favor of neu- 
tralism and ostensibly not for 
Japan's alignment with the So 
viet bloc. 

What the so-called neutralism 
amounts tO is, therefore, to 
make Japan free of an alliance, 
stop. The Socialists advocate 
neutralism and their reason is 
neutrality itself. They say neu- 
trality will prevent war, neu- 
trality will protect Japan from 


aggression, neutrality will open 
up more markets for Japan, and 
so forth. To every one of these 
ropositions, we can find just 
the opposite assertion and we 
get the Liberal-Democratic posi- 
tio 


n. 

The manner of Socialist con- 
tention is clearly doctrinaire 
and it is easy to refute it. 
when the refutation remains on 
the same abstract and doctrin- 
aire plane, the discussion be- 
comes fruitless and even boring 
the longer it is 


To make it more fruitful, we 
must inject more historical 
facets. To n with, the isola- 
tionist position, if the Socialists 
are really advocating it, repre- 
sente an archaic idea. The 5o- 
cialist advocacy of a collective 
security system with the So- 
viet Union, Communist China, 
the United States and Japan as 
members does not alter the iso- 
lationist nature of the Socialist 
position, because the system 
cannot be anything more than a 
lesser surrogate of the United 
Nations. And in the Socialist 
view, it seems, the United Na- 
tions is just a.forum, not much 
better than the TV debate 
tonight. 

History also shows that the 
idea of peaceful coexistence is 
a product of exigencies. When 
the West was clearly stronger, 
the idea was advanced. We do 
not know what will become of 
it, when and if the Soviet bloc 
should grow stronger. 

The debate on neutralism 
must enrich its contents by tak- 
ing in more of historical per- 
spective. We do mot want a 
forum, in which the partici- 


pants will be politely calling 
each other “you stupid.”

Every year, the Italian “Bank 
for the South” spends between 
£100 million and £150 million 
sterling on building roads and 
providing other incentives to 
industrial investment. 

Something like an industrial 
and social revolution is now 
taking place in the sunbaked 
south of Italy. New industries, 
largely financed by the north, 
are moving in. A large pro- 
gram of agrarian reform is 
gradually eroding the outdated 
system of land holding, and of 
necessity these changes must 
go hand in hand with and to 
some extent wait upon the im- 
proved education facilities 
which are slowly but surely 
equipping the people of the 
south to meet the challenge of 
the modern world.

Brussels reports that a treaty 
confirming the economic union 
of the Benelux countries—Bel- 
gium, the Netherlands and Lux- 
emburg—has come into opera- 
tion.

News of 
this visit has been welcomed in 
the press of both countries as 
an outward and visible sign of 
the spirit of religious tolerance 
between Protestantism and 
Roman Catholicism which has 
been growing in the West.

Lesson for Japan? 


Nordic Countries Drink 


Bitter Tea of Neutrality

The showdown debate sched- 
uled today among the three 
major political parties on their 
respective platforms is expected 
to bring out in sharp relief the 
major. points of difference 
among the three parties’ key 
domestic and foreign policies. 
All indications would seem to 
show that the Japanese elector- 
ate is anxiously waiting for a 
thorough airing of the issues 
confronting the nation. In par- 
ticular, the nation’s attention is 
focused on the debate on the 
uestion of whether Japan 
should assume a neutral i- 
tion or maintain her 
World aHiance. . 

At this juncture, it seems 
worthwhile to review the pol- 
icles adopted by the three 
Scandinavian countries during 
the tortuous four decades since 
be ogme War I up to the present 

y. 

To be sure, it is questionable 


whether the Japanese can learn’ 


profitable lessons from the ex- 


| periences of these North Euro- 
Za pean countries. Although there 


are some points of similarity 
between the Scandinavian coun- 
tries and Japan today—small 
territory, limited natural re- 
sources and the need to earn 
their living through processing 
industries, foreign trade and 
maritime operations—the differ- 
ences are enormous too. For 
one thing, the combined popu- 
lation of these three countries 
amounts to only 15 per cent of 
Japan’s. The strategic position 
of Japan, located as it is at. the 
contact point, so to speak, of 
the Communist and non-Com- 
munist halves of the world in 
Asia, is different from Scandi- 
navia which is situated at the 
northern corner of Europe. 
The development of nuclear 
weapons has made World War 
II strategic concepts outmoded 
ago. 

Relevance to Japan 


And yet, the foreign policies 
and national security programs 
of these countries seem to have 
much relevance to Japan's. And 
the courses that the three na- 


-tions have adopted in regard to 


their equally perplexing and 
agonizing questions of national 
security would give some point- 
ers—one affirmative. and the 
other negative—to the sharply 
divided Japanese public opinion. 

The three Nordic nations 
have many things in common. 
They speak practically the 
same language and share a 
largely common cultural herit- 
age. All have relatively small 
areas and proportionately small 
populations. 

All of these small nations are 
well off and share the desire to 
be left alone and remain free, 
if at all possible, from any 
entanglement in Big Power pol-

among women voters. 

Women voters outnumber 
men, so it is important for can- 
didates to obtain the vote of 
women. Also it does not cost 
as much as to win male voters. 
Though a great deal has been 
said and written about. a 
“clean” election, votes can be 
“bought” in some quarters. As 
long as election campaigns re- 
quire enormous funds a clean 
election will be impossible with 
the result that public-minded 
men and women who have no 
funds will have little chance to 
serve the country in the law- 
making body. 

It is difficult for voters to 
learn all about the candidates, 
but in the case of former rep- 
resentatives. running for an- 
other term I believe that voters 
should know what bills they 
voted for, in previous sessions. 

As We cannot attend many 
campaign meetings it will be 
beneficial for voters that the 
chiefs of the three political par- 
ties will take part in TV de 
bates in a similar manner to 
the one seen in the United 
States during the presidential 
election. At least we can see 
and hear them and decide ac- 
cording to our own judgment.

A Texas department store ad- 
vertises “His” and “Hers” air- 
planes for Christmas. And we 
picture a solitary “His,” weav- 
ing home after a late poker 
game, suddenly jumped by a 
“Hers,” coming in from 12 
o'clock high with all guns 
blazing. 


Surveys of our prestige 
around the world may be use- 
ful, although the man who 
asks everybody he meets 
whether they really like him 
usually finds he has lost what 
prestige he had. 


But one of them—Sweden— 
has stuck to strict neutrality 
while the two others—Norway 
and Denmark—have joined the 
NATO alliance. 

What has brought about this 
policy difference among the 
three. countries all of which 
ma to remaih neutral 
throughout World War I? . 


Backed League of Nations 

After World War I, the Scan- 
dinavian trio and Sweden in 
particular devoted their ener- 
gies to the tion of the 
League of Nations and if the 
movement to build up an ef- 
fective international security 
organization had succeeded, 
they, along with other ex-neu- 
trals, could have been expected 
to abandon their policy of neu- 
trality for good. This was not 
the case, however. Instead, dis- 
appointment followed  disap- 
pointment, and when at last 
the experiment of applying 
sanctions against Italy failed in 
1936, the three Scandinavian 
countries, together with Belgi- 
um, Luxemburg, the Nether- 
lands and Finland declared in 
Geneva that for the future they 
denounced the obligation to 
ticipate in sanctions. Thus y 
returned to neutrality. 

As the war clouds began to 
hang heavily over Europe late 
in the 1930s, it was realized in 
Seandinavia that the Nazis 
stood for a brutal policy of 
violence. And yet there were 
few people who gave any sert- 
ous thought to the possibility 
that the Nordic states them- 
selves could be drawn into the 
war. They still remembered 
that they had managed to re- 
main aloof from World War I. 

Then came the fateful April 
9, 1940. Hitler's legions over- 
ran Norway and Denmark and 
the agonizing five years of oc- 
cupation and unde re- 
sistance began. | 


Sweden Isolated 

Sweden found herself com- 
pletely isolated. The German 
troops in Denmark and Norway 
and the German navy in the 
Skagerak cut her off from the 
Western world. Sweden's for- 
eign policy during the war was 


one of adroit but dangerous 
pe eg ga walking. The bal- 
ance of power in Scandinavia 


Was upset completely and Swe- 
den was forced to make conces- 
sions *o the Germans which 
were not veally consistent with 
the licy of neutrality. That 
Swedish neutrality was pre- 
served during the precarious 
years from 1940 to 1942 was, 
in the words of Gunnar Hag- 
giof, -Swedish Ambassador to 
London, not due to Sweden's 
strength or to the inherent 
force of the idea of neutrality, 
but to the simple fact that 
Hitler was otherwise occupied. 
It was. only duri the middle 
of the war that Sweden's de- 
fenses acquired some strength 
and she felt able to return to a 
policy of strict neutrality. 

As . peace returned to the 


world, Sweden, grateful that 
she had been spared the devas- 
tation and agony that Visited 
her neighbors, tried its best to 
be a positive and stabilizing 
factor in the north and help 
other war-emaciated countries 
on their road toward peace and 
stability. 

During the same immeédiate 

twar years, Norway placed 
ts reliance on cooperation with 
the United Nations and thought 
she, like certain other small 
countries, would be able to 
make an important contribution 
as mediator in the Soviet-West- 
ern conflicts which raised their 
heads following the postwar 
honeymoon. Norway tried to 
bulld. a bridge between the 
East and West in a bona-fide 
effort to serve the cause of 
world peace. 


Disillusio Events | 
Disillusionment came . fast. 
The developments in East 


Europe aroused growing unrest 
in the West and as early as the 
beginning of 1948, West Buro- 
— countries began preparing 
or closer. association in the 
field of defense. The Commu- 
nist coup in Czechoslovakia in 
February-March 1948 was inter- 
preted as a warning that no 
country of Western Europe 
could be secure without making 
very clear in advance its de- 
termination to defend its inde- 
pendence and freedom. Unrest 
increased in Scandinavia when 
Finland was subjected to strong 
Soviet pressure and signed an 
assistance pact with the Soviet 
Union in April the same year. 
Norway found it n to 
subject her foreign policy to a 
thorough reexamination. 

In such circumstances, it was 
natural that Norway first in- 
vestigated whether closer Scan- 
dinavian cooperation in the field 
of defense could give the nation 
adequate security. In October 
1948 a joint Scandinavian 
Defense Commission was a 
pointed to explore the possibili- 
ty of coordinating the defense 
of the three countries—coun- 
tries bound by common bonds 
of language and culture and by 
geographical propinquity. ‘ 

Factors Against Alliance 

However, there were factors 
which weighed heavily agdinst 
a Scandinavian defense associa- 
tion. These countries lacked 
the resources needed to build 
up effective defenses by thém- 
selves. The Norwegians, with 
the experience of 1940 still 
vivid in their mind, thought 
that a realistic defense policy 
called for preparations in peace- 
time to receive help from out- ’ 
side that would be needed. in 
case of attack, And the only 
possible source for such assist- 
ance was, in the view of 
Norwegian and Danish Govern- 
ments, from the United States. 

Sweden opposed this Western 
orientation, maintaining that 
any defense association must be 
completely neutral as between 
the tand West. The Scandi- 
navian joint defense talks 
collapsed in January 1949, ' 

Denmark followed more or 
less the same course as Norway. 
The Danish reaction to World 
War I was a policy of realistic 
neutrality and between the 
wars, Denmark relied on the 
League of Nations and a policy 
of neutrality and was confident 
that she could keep out of the 
next clash, 

The German occupation in 
1940 came as a great shock. to 
the Danes and changed their 
outlook overnight. As peace 
returned, the majority of the 
Danish electorate ized 
that neutrality no longer af- 
forded any Badgers to a small 
country. er exposed position 
at. the entrance to the Baltic 
emphasized this fact. They 
would have preferred a Nordic 
defense alliance but as the 
negotiations failed, the Danes 
too followed the Norwegians, > 


Joined NATO 
On April 4, 1949, Norway and 
Denmark, together with 10 


other countries signed the North 
Atlantic Treaty in Washington. - 

Is Sweden absolutely sure of 
her security in ‘her neutral posi- 
tion? Definitely not. She ad- 
mits that neutrality is pre- 
carious. She does not claim 
any “moral superiority” in her 
policy of neutrality. A Swedish 
Foreign Ministry official, who 
briefed a visiting newspaper- 
men’s group from Asia one day 
last month, sounded almost 
apologetic when he said that 
“sheer luck” was responsible, 
to a large extent, for the fact 
that Sweden managed to remain 
out of war in warridden 
Europe during the past 150 
years. 

The Swedish Government 
contends that neutrality is pos- 
sible only if three conditions 
are met—a reasonably efficient 
defense system, steady support 
from all important political 
groups of the country and, 
most important, the existence 
of a balance of power, 

What, then, is the moral 
basis of Sweden's neutralism? 

Hagglof answers the question 
thus: “ Let us consider 
the whole vast panorama of the 
Second World War. Is there 
any state, however powerful, 
which did no: run the risk of 
being either destroyed in the 
course of the war, or hopelessly 
isolated after -its conclusion? 
Neutrality was precarious, no 
doubt, but even the greatest 

wers in the world proved to 

at some time in a most pre- 
carious position. The great and 
obvious lesson of the Second 
World War, and a lesson which 
has been reinforced many times 
by the postwar development of 
nuclear weapons is, of course, 
that the world cannot continue 
without a World Order.” 
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
